Voter 
registration forms that are mailed or completed online must be received by 
Oct. 25, and we encourage you to check your registration information today 
at VoteWA.gov. After Oct. 25, you must visit your local elections office or 
voting center during regular business hours and until 8 p.m. on Election Day 
to register to vote or update your registration and receive a ballot.

Once you have completed your ballot, be sure to sign the return envelope. This is important, as 
election officials verify your signature matches the one on your voter registration file before they can 
count your ballot. Then, send your ballot via U.S. mail — no postage needed. Remember, all ballots 
must be postmarked by Nov. 2 in order to be counted. The U.S. Postal Service recommends that 
you mail a week before Election Day. You can also return your ballot using an official ballot drop box 
anywhere in the state. Drop boxes are open until 8 p.m. the day of the election. Check VoteWA.gov 
to locate a ballot drop box.

By voting, you are ensuring your voice is heard. Make an impact in your community and our state by 
voting this fall.

Superior Court Judge 
Superior Courts hear felony criminal cases, civil matters, 
divorces, juvenile cases, and appeals from the lower 
courts. Superior Courts are organized by county into 30 
districts. Superior Court judges serve four-year terms.

Replacement Capital Levy For Health, Safety And Ed-
ucational Improvements

Passage of Proposition No. 1 would allow the 
Chewelah School District to replace an existing cap-
ital levy that will expire at the end of calendar year 
2021.  The taxes collected by this replacement levy 
will be used to make health, safety and educational 
improvements throughout existing school facilities, 
including, but not limited to: (1) constructing science 
classrooms and repairing/resurfacing tennis courts 
and parking lot at Jenkins High School: (2) making 
Phase II Snyder Field improvements; (3) upgrad-
ing and/or improving exterior lighting, maintenance 
equipment, sidewalk/concrete at Gess Elementary 
School and Jenkins High School, and Gess Elemen-
tary School foundation:  The School Board deter-
mined that these improvements are necessary due 
to the existing condition of school facilities and the 
needs of the District's educational programs.   Fur-
ther information is available on the District's website 
at https://www.chewelah.k12.wa.us/.

The proposed three-year replacement capital levy 
would authorize collection of taxes to provide $425,511 
each year from 2022 through and including 2024.  The 
tax levy rate required to produce these levy amounts 
is estimated to be $0.70 per $1,000 of assessed value.

Local property taxpayers are maxed out. We are still 
facing economic instability due to Covid-19, while 
many parents have incurred additional education 
expenses such as home tutoring, or had to quit jobs 
to do so themselves, for the last year and a half.

The Summit Valley SD, as of 
2019-2020, is already spending $13,500 per student 
per year for operational expenditures and capital 
outlays. This is more than tuition and fees at most 
private schools, and all from your taxes.
Currently, our nation's school districts are flush with 
taxpayer-backed federal Covid-19 relief cash. Most 
are still trying to decide what to do with all the extra 
money. They don't need to ask taxpayers for more - 
at least not at this time. The district needs to respect 
hardworking taxpayers, stick to a budget, perhaps 
consolidate, and continually reduce overhead and 
waste. Stop taxing people out of their homes.
The district needs to act frugally, starting now.

In response to community demand for a swim-
ming pool in the City of Kettle Falls, and be-
cause the current pool requires expensive 
repairs and updates that far exceed its value, 
a private donor has come forward to fund re-
moval of the old swimming pool and construc-
tion of a new swimming pool in Kettle Falls.  
The new pool would be managed by the Up-
per Columbia Pool District and maintained by 
the City of Kettle Falls at the current location.
